'■. and eliminations. No man can do his best speaking in an empty 
room before several judges, and on a subject in which he hatf 
absolutely no interest.' The informal give and take of the Mock 
, shows up a man's real debating skill, and affords a much more 
accurate means of showing how he will act before a crowd 

Unfortunately there seems to be a certain misaprchension 
/. current regarding the function of the Mock Parliament. Many 
„s^*apparentl.v think that the Mock is a more or less formal affair 
^'-^whére cei-tain men, largely chosen beforehand, get up and spealt 
on the matter under debate, and that the function of the under- 
„ graduate audience is to be entertained first and to' act as judges 
•; afterward. Nothing is farther from the real purpose of the 
\ Mock Parliament and nothing can more certainly insure its fail- 
'ure than this attitude. 

^^here is no other means available at the University whereby 
a; nwn- can learn the art of giving spontaneous expression of his 
'_^ppînion in public. ; The Parliament is the scene . of much fiery 
. talk and partisan oratory and all the members of both sides are 
' given a chance to express their views in public. In this the Mock 
Parliament differs greatly from other* debating organizations 
where only two or three men on a side are allowed to express 
their opinions on a subject carefully prepared before hand 

The fact that a certain group has taken a prominent part 
-:; in the organization of the Parliament and in choosing the sub 
■ : ject should not prevent anyone who has something fo say from 
V speaking. Every member of the undergraduate body is a mem 
W^.l her pf Parliament and as such is entitled to the expression of his 
opinions. The choice of party is left open to eveiyone, but the 
fact that he does not agree with the policies put forward by either 
is no reason why he should not support one or the other.

The originator Is 
said to bo a Viennese merchant who 
informed (he cilles of JSurape on tho 
condUloiis of Die market This is no 
doubt the direct* ancestor of the 
modern ticker. The desire to have 
news quickly produced tho news- 
letter. Tho other origin It the pam- 
phlet. This was puljllshod to Influ- 
ence public opinion. With the news- 
letter the receiver paid for it; with 
the pamphlet tho issuer was willing 
to pay for it. i'^lrstly by paying li man 
O) will(- It ilKdi the agenl.s to 

circulate H. l^eople pay more alti-ii- 
tioii to a-Mhliigr that Im sold nitlicr 
than' glven'aiid so it bits always been 
found profitable to make one charge, 
for these pumphlels. By these assets 
I'hf! general public became ahlu to 
roiid, and to read nut iiiuri^ly for an 
Intellectual activity but for- amuse- 
ment. I'eoplo are always willing to 
pay more for amusement than any- 
thing else, so to supply amusement Is 
to make a profit. This Is what tiio 
newspaper does howaduys. 

There are three things which arc 
essential In the publishing of a news- 
paper namely: -Information which the 
public wojit, inf<jrmatlon which 
others want them to know, and 
uniiiscnieiu. News and advurtlsemonts 
arc primarily needed for no news- 
paper can exist without thcni. The 
first necessity is to make it pay, as 
there Is no possll)illly of haying a 
iiewspapcr iuaiicd solely to assist and 
crJIfy the public. Tlieîjn'fprletora have 
in their hand two motives, firstly to 
make a profitable undertaking, sec- 
ondly Iho desire to influence the pub- 
lic for its own good, tjomo papers 
certainly cannot be aaUl to bo the 
latter. News hua to bu what the pub- 
lic Is willing to buy. 'illiero was a 
paper in England which tried to ex- 
clude all spoiling items and in con- 
sequence it went out of existence "dl- 
toKother. If there lu-o stones to throw 
they should not be directed at tho 
newspaper man but at the public, so 
In reality tlio problem comes back 
to origin. It is not practical to say 
politics to say that Journalism must 
ho changed, Tho rca^;ihl:jg fo bo done 
is to raise public opinion ' to a far 
higher tone, so lhat jjipjj .will )vant 
better ^our^ay^nij, Bojp^ '^^i^g^^ ]^ ppp.
